Bonn was a Roman camp. The 
legions found it so pleasant they 
called it Castra Bonnensia (good 
camp). For centuries after the 
break-up of the Roman Empire 


it was raided and harassed by 
Normans. During the almost con- 
tinual wars of the 16th, 17th and 
18th centuries the town was often 
besieged. After the French vic- 
tory of 1794, it was garrisoned by 
them until the treaty of the Con- 
gress of Vienna turned it over 
to Prussia. 


It is a university city, the birth- 
place of Beethoven, and is a place 
of music and art. There are 
churches dating to the 13th and 
14th centuries, their stones gray 
with age. All this clashes, in a 
sense, with the development of 
the city since it became the capi- 
tal of the German Federal Repub- 
lic. The city is on the Rhine 
(only 15 miles from Cologne). 
Along the Koblenzer Strasse, 
which parallels the embankment, 
are some of the symbols of 
change, ministries, new hotels 
and schools. The population and 
the industrial development have 
grown with the years. 


The Sophisticated 


It is the fashion of the more 
sophisticated bureaucrats, Ger- 
man as well as those in the for- 
eign embassies, to speak conde- 
scendingly of the city as provin- 
cial. They long for the flesh- 
pots of the big, sophisticated 
world capitals. My own views 
are those of the Romans. It is 
a good city, with a beautiful set- 
ting on the Rhine and the scen- 
ery about it is admirable. But 
hurry. It is quite likely that 
Bonn is to be the capital for a 
good many decades to come, 
even though Berlin is the senti- 
mental and emotional symbol of 
German political life and govern- 
ment. What we call ‘‘progress’’ 
is at work and each year Bonn 
loses some of its quiet, intellec- 
tual tranquility and begins , to 
take on more of the physical 
attributes of a national capital. 


Not only are the diplomats 
here—but the international cor- 
respondents as well. The average 
American reporter of foreign af- 
fairs feels self-conscious in their 
presence. They know languages. 
They are more _ sophisticated 
(which is. not always an asset),

Now Maybe We'll Find 
State of Soviet Mind 


As Western foreign ministers meet 
in Washington to map plans for meeting 
the Soviet Union’s strategy of terror, 
especially as it concerns Berlin, the Rus- 
sians have accepted President Kennedy’s 
proposals for East-West talks. Secretary 
of State Rusk and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Gromyko will meet for an exchange of 
views when the U.N. convenes next week. 


Such a meeting is welcomed. Perhaps 
we may be able to discover just what is 
on the Russians’ mind. We can determine 
whether negotiations would lead any- 
where or whether Khrushchev’s terms 
are an ultimatum. In the latter case ne- 
gotiations are useless. We will not negoti- 
ate away our rights in Berlin and East 
Germany. We will negotiate the broad 
problems of Germany and Eastern 
Europe. 

As Gen. Lucius Clay said on the eve 
of his departure as President’s Kennedy’s 
personal representative in Berlin, war 
can be avoided unless the Soviets have 
deliberately made up their minds they 
want it. In that case, Khrushchev’s insane 
course could lead to the devastation.of 
his own country and of the world,

But the 
ineumbent Jimmy Vickers beat him by a comfortable 7,000.

On these three questions—will 
the West accept the Oder-Neisse 
line as the permanent Polish- 
German border? Will it agree to 
some defacto form of recognition 
of the East German regime? Will 
it agree to strict limitations on 
Wet Germans armaments?—lie 
the possibility of a compromise 
on Berlin. 

Yet Heinrich von Brentano, the 
West German foreign minister, 
cannot be expected to be precise 
on these points in this week's 
meetings in Washington. For the 
chances are that any concessions 
he might make on borders, defac- 
to recognition, or the denucleari- 
zation of Germany would leak out 
and become an issue in the last 
critical days of the German elec- 
tion. 

In this event, Chancellor Con- 
rad Adenauer would no doubt be 
in the position of destroying the 
basis of any possible compromise 
with the Russians on the Ger- 
man question, 

Accordingly, the Western min- 
isters are likely to do little more 
than agree here on what is not 
negotiable with the Russians on 
Germany and leave what is ne- 
gotiable until later. The freedom 
of the people of Berlin is not 
negotiable. The Western rights of 
access to Berlin are not negoti- 
able. These things can be agreed 
upon with safety, together with 
measures to be taken in case the 
Communists interfere with the 
rights of access, but beyond 
that little can be done until after 
the voting in Germany. 

The current meetings of the 
Western foreign ministers illus-

These are not the words of some 
preacher who “does not under- 
stand practical problems.” They 
are the words of Mr. George 
Romney, president of American 
Motors Corporation, as recently 
quoted in a newspaper article. 

I sometimes wonder if we are 
so obsessed with our material 
playthings and so determined to 
have a good time that we no long- 
er know the truth when we see 
it.

eral said he felt that people often 
make two basic mistakes in judg- 
ing the Soviet position and the 
moves of the Communist bloc. The 
first mistake, he said, is to over- 
estimate Soviet strength. 


“I think Russia is_ strong; 
stronger, of course, than it has 
ever been in comparison to other 
countries,’’ he said. ‘‘But I suspect 
the strength of its satellite nations 
is questionable. 


“I suspect if we analyze Rus- 
sia’s real strength as compared to 
that of the Western world we’d 
find the West is fully competent to 
take care of itself. Because of its 
achievements in missiles and 
space, the world at large has at- 
tributed to Russia an. over-all 
strength beyond its real strength.”’ 


He thinks, too, that the West 
must understand that while all 
Communist countries may have 
the common goal of world revolu- 


tion they pursue it with different 
nationalistic aims. 


“We must recognize the differ- 
ences between them and try to do 
something about it,” he said. ‘“We 
must try to distinguish between 
different kinds of action which re- 
quire different kinds of reaction 
from us.” 


Was he hopeful as he prepared 
to fly to Berlin? 


“It looks pretty grim, on the 
basis of my casual two-day visit 
last month with Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. But then I’ve 
seen it look pretty grim before. 
But I go with no fixed opinions. 
With all due respect to the intelli- 
gence agencies, you've got to live 
with a situation a few weeks be- 
fore you can make an intelligent 
appraisal.”

B Teen-Age Auto Club Is Working to 


Drivers’ Training in School Curriculum —

Here are some facts gathered by the Teen-Age 


Auto Club of Atlanta, Inc. 


In 1958 drivers’ training, which was then being 
taught in all Atlanta high schools, was removed from 
the curriculum by the Board of Education. 


Atlanta had received a Na- 
tional Safety Award from the 
National Safety Council every 
year prior to 1958. The city has 
not received one since. 


Seventy per cent of the states 
have. laws decreeing that a 
young person cannot obtain a 
drivers’ license until the age of 
18 unless he has taken a driv- 
ers’ training course. Those tak- 
ing the course can get licenses 
at the customary 16. 


Teen-agers who have taken a 
drivers’ training course have 50 
per cent fewer wrecks than teens 
who have not.

The Teen-Age Auto Club, 
which was established in May, 
1960, is not run by teen-agers, 
though it has 135 of them as hon- 
orary members. 


Atlanta Jaycees, who are the 
club’s active members, have 
been doing all the leg work. 

The club has as its goal to get 
drivers’ training put back in the 
school curriculum. 


With $22,000 made available 
by a local bank, the group set 
up courses in three Atlanta 
schools last year — Murphy, 
North Fulton and Washington. 
They have cut the cost of the 
course (one of the chief objec- 
tions) in half by installing auto 
trainers in the classtoom. 


- MONEY-SAVERS 


The value of these trainers 
as money savers lies in the fact 
that they reduce the time re- 


quired for behind-the-wheel] train- 


ing from six hours to three. 


“The biggest expense of a 
drivers’ training course is the 
behind-the-wheel training,’’ ex- 
plained Denk Weitnauer, chair- 
man of the Teen-Age Auto Club. 
“Gas, car upkeep, insurance— 
all are big items, especially 
when an instructor has as many 
as 60 or 70 students.” 


The auto trainers are equipped 
with gears, steering wheel and 
pedals, just as in an automo- 
bile. As the student operates 
the trainer, he can see exactly 
what he is doing by watching 
a toy auto in front of him that 
moves down a simulated road. 
He can do anything with the 
trainer that he could with an 
ordinary car.

WHAT ABGUT SCHOLARSHIP? 


Emphasis on scholarship is an oft-quoted bulwark of the 


fraternity system, but here as well are two sides. Some acad- 


emically sensitive chapters are truly authoritarian in enforcing 
study habits and requiring high scholastic averages of their 
members. Others, I have observed, are more lax, and in some, 
absolutely no academic program exists. 


I recall with disgust the words of a fraternity 
When I inquired of his chap- 
ter’s emphasis on scholarship, he informed me, ‘‘We want you 
to make your grades the first quarter so that you can get in- 
itiated and party with us the rest of your time here.”’ 


_ WHAT DOES IT COST? 


Fraternity life is expensive in every sense of the word.

Most fraternities have houses or lodges (for which you are 
footing the bill) that you may visit at any time and utilize at 
your discretion. There is always a crowd of fraternity brothers 
around the house, and they, like you, are always on the look- 
out for something to do. Parties are frequently on tap, and 
the house is a fine-place to bring your date. 


As for the oft-mentioned drinking problem, that in the 
main is your own affair. Many chapters ban or limit drinking 
on their premises and hold contempt for members who bring 
a stigma to the chapter name through over-indulgence. 


In some groups, tee-totaling may be the subject of playful 
joking, but in other than isolated cases, no one is going to try 


to force you to drink, 
LOOK BEFORE LEAPING 


I favor a second quarter or semester rush, so that new 
students have a chance to observe fraternities in normal op- 
eration, far removed from the many “‘pseudoisms’’ of rush.
